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Keller  Guilty;  I  Students  in  Art  Ink,  Paper, Work 

Dismissed  from  Now  Dyeing  Ties  j  Brains  Go  to 


Faculty  by  Board 

Sducation  Teacher  Judged  OuUty  of 
Disloyalty  and  Circulation  of  False 
and  Defamatory  Statements  Injurious 
to  the  College. 

Following  a  lioaring  before  the  Board 
\  of  Bogonts  Tuesday,  July  27,  after  he 
had  been  charged  with  incompetency, 
disloyalty,  circulation  of  false  and  de¬ 
famatory  statements  calculated  to  in¬ 
jure  the  good  name  and  standing  of  the 
College,  Dr.  T’red  Keller  of  the  educa¬ 
tion  department,  was  found  guilty  of 
these  charges  and  was  dismissed  from 
the  College  faculty.  The  dismissal  was 
effective  at  once. 

The  follovdng  is  the  verdict  the  board 
rendered  after  the  hearing: 

“Besolved  that  the  Board  of  Begents 
of  the  Northwest  Missouri  State  Teach¬ 
ers  College,  after  hearing  the  evidence 
and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises 
hereby  finds  Fred  Keller  guilty  as 
charged  on  each  and  all  the  charges 
heretofore  prefered  and  filed  against 
said  Fred  Keller  on  the  14th  day  of 
July  192G,  and  we  hereby  dismiss,  dis¬ 
charge  and  remove  said  Fred  Keller 
as  a  teacher  and  member  of  the  faculty 
of  this  College,  effective  immediately.” 

The.  board  action  against  Dr.  Keller 
was  based  on  alleged  credit  irregularit¬ 
ies  in  three  specific  cases  which'  were 
published  as  statements  by  Dr.  Keller  in 
the  Kansas  City  Journal-Post.  Dr.  Kel¬ 
ler  admitted  several  times  that  ho  had 
not  brought  the  matter  to  the  attention 
of  the  president  of  the  College  or  to 
the  attention  of  the  board. 

The  Gardner  Case 
The  first  case  was  that  of  Mrr  Gar¬ 
dner,  who  was  gratito(l*an  A.  B.  de¬ 
gree  from  this  institution  in  1923. 

Dr.  Keller  attacked  the  issuance  of 
the  degree  bn  f6ur  grounds:  insufficien¬ 
cy  of  coredit,  the  balancing  of  credit, 
that  'Mr.  Gardner  did  not  moot  the 
three  terms  in  residence  requirement, 
and  that  the  :5aculty  committee  did  not 
pass  on  the  issuance  of  the  degree. 

It  was  shown  that  Mr.  Gardner  had 
more  than  120  hours  of  college  credit, 
and  that  according  to  the  regulations 
in  effect  in  192.S  there  was  a  proper 
balance  of  credit,  and  requirements  for 
majors  and  minors  wore  mot.  Mr.  Gar¬ 
dner  came  to  Maryville  in  September 
1921  and  was  connected  with  the  in¬ 
stitution  eight  terms  before  the  degree 
■  was  issued,  thus  mooting  the  spirit, 
if  not  the  technical,  requirements  of 
1  residence,  (not  being  able  to  attend 
classes  during  the  week,  Qio  had  to 
take  his  cdurscs  on  Saturday).  It  was 
shown  that  only  such  cases  as  are  in 
question  are  presented  to  the  faculty 
committee,  and  that  Mr.  Gardner’s  name 
'  was  not  before  the  committee  in  1923. 
An  ex,tract  from  a  letter  from  Mrs.  M. 
E.  Ford  (nee  Miss  Beatrix  Winn)  was 
read,  in  which  she  stated  that  as  ad¬ 
visor  for  the  applicants  for  a  degree  she 
presented  Mr.  Gardner’s  na:no  to  the 
whole  faculty  for  action,  while  the  re¬ 
cords  showed  and'  Doan  Oolbort  testi¬ 
fied  that  Dean  Colbert  had  checked  Mr. 
Gardner’s  credits  and  had  certified 
them  to  Mr.  Bickenbrode,  the  regis¬ 
trar,  for  tho  issuance  o§  the  degree. 
Dean  Colbert  further  testified  that  ho 
believed  every  person  certified  by  him 
to  bo  entitled  to  tho  diploma  or  de¬ 
gree  certified.  Mr.  Bickenbrode  testi¬ 
fied  that  no  diplomas  or  degrees  had 
been  issued  unless  tho  names  were  sub¬ 
mitted  by  Mr.  Colbert,'  tho  chairman  of 
tho  committee  on  advanced  standing.

Tigert  Sees  Need 
For  Vocational 
Work  in  Schools 

U.  S.  Commissioner  of  Education,  Speak¬ 
ing  Here,  Idsts  Health,  Culture,  and 
Citizenship  as  Education’s  objectiveB. 

‘‘The  greatest  education.al  need  now 
is  in  tho  direction  of  vocational  .oppor¬ 
tunity,  ”  Dr.  John  J.  Tigert,  U.  S. 
Commissioner  of  Education  declared  in 
stating  the  important  objectives  of  ed¬ 
ucation  as  health,  culture,  vocational 
preparation,  citizenship  and  character 
at  Assembly  Monday,  July  26. 

‘‘The  boy  of  today  is  not  the  boy  of 
yesterday.  Wo  do  things  quickly  these 
d.ays.  We  are  going  through  a  trans¬ 
formation.  We’re  going  through  a  pol¬ 
itical  and  industrial  change.  We’re 
trying  to  make  a  Jvew  philosophy  of 
education,”  Dr.  Tigert  continued.  ‘‘A 
new  curriciliiin  adapted  to  modern  needs 
is  tho  objective  of  educators.” 

‘‘Health  is  a  fundamental  objective 
in  modern  education.  The  old  program 
of  teaching  health  was  a  failure.  At 
the  time  of  tho  war  one  half  of  our 
men  were  unfit  for  full  military  serv¬ 
ice  and  one  third  wore  not  fit  at  all. 
There  wore  more  unfit  men  in  tho  rur.al 
districts.  The  percentages  of  defects 
among  urban  boys  and  girls  is  fiir  loss 
than  among  rural  children.  Sixty  per 
cent  'more  mal-nutrition  was  discovered 
in  tho  country  districts  than  in  tho 
cities.  In  tho  early  grades,  health  rules 
must  be  taught  by  h.abit  for:ning  meth¬ 
ods.  The  boy  or  girl  must  grow  up 
learning  by  habit  dfiily  lessons  in  per¬ 
sonal  hygiene  and  health.  Wo  arc  work¬ 
ing  today  on  a  program  of  health 
habits  in  early  grades  of  school. 

1  ‘‘One  of  tho  things  injuring  health 
in  this  country  is.  what  is  commonly 
called  athletics.  Only  recently  has  it 
begun  to  bo  appreciated  that  tho  alumni 
and  the  public  in  general  are  interested 
in  athletics,  not  for  tho  benefit  of

Journalism  Student  'Writes  of  Intricate 
Process  of  He'WBpaper  Production 
After  Visiting  Plants — ^Here's  How  it 
is  Done. 

Note:  The  followiflig  article  wps 

written  by  a  meaibcr  of  the  journalism 
class  following  visits  to  the  Tribune 
Printing  Company,  the  Daily  Democrat- 
Forum  and  Tribune  and  the  St.  Joseph 
News-Press.  * 

Wlicu  you  pick  up  y'bur  evening  paper, 
do  you  ever  pause  to  wonder  how  it 
lias  been,  produced! 

The  average  reader  of  a  newspaper 
knows  little  of  the  intricate  production 
process  of  his  newspaper.  He  knows 
little  of  tho  vast  corps  of  reporters  that 
comb  the  groat  cities  near  and  remote 
for  the  reader’s  daily  news.  Ho  knows 
little  of  the  small  room  where  tho  As¬ 
sociated  Press  tclcgr.aph  wire  brings 
news  of  the  world.  Ho  never  sees  tho 
long  rows  of  linotype  maclilncs,  grind¬ 
ing  out  type  as  fast  as  the  man  can 
read  it.  Ho  knows  little  of  the  roaring 
presses  which  grind  out  his  newspaper 
at  tlie  rate  of  50,000  copies  per  hour. 
He  never  sees  tlic  vast  army  of  clerics, 
stenographers  and'workers  in  the  adver- 
tising  department,  circulation,  business, 
editoral,  goucrql  nows  and  inechanical 
departments.  He  only  secs  the  paper 
ns  it  is  brought  to  liim  on  the  street  . 
or  in  ills.  home. 

Let  us  suppose  you  are  a. citizen  of 
Nortliwest  Missouri  and  a  reader  of  the 
St.  Joseidi  News-Press.  You  know  that 
your  paper  comes  from  St.  Joseph  and 
that  it  is  printed  daily.  You  have  an 
opinion  as  to  its  value  to  yourself.  You 
also  know  who  the  editor  is,  its  sub¬ 
scription  rate,  and  perhaps  a  few  other 
facts  about  it.-.  But  suppose  you  oon- 
cludo  you  know  very  little  else  about 
tho  paper  and  decide  to  visit  the  plant. 

You  find  tho  News-Press  homo  in  a 
modern  building  that  is  large,  clean, 
light  and.  roomy,-  In  front  of  the 
building  is  a  pretty,  well-kept,  flower- 
edged  lawn,  .which  is  largo  onougli  to 
sot  it  off  from  tho  rest  of  the  busy 
section  of  tho  city. 

When  you  go  inside  you  soo  a  score 
of  busy  men  and  women  in  tho  manag¬ 
ing  office.  They  are  busy  but  seem 
■to  be  comfortable  and  liappy  as  they 
work.  'Theso  people  aro  department 
managers  and  workers  of  tho  paper 
and  t.ako  care  of  tho  finance,  circula¬ 
tion,  advertising,  and  business  in  gen- 
or.al. 

You  go  upstairs  and  find  everybody 
busy  ■  at  typewriters  grinding  out 
‘‘copy”  for  tlio  liungry  lluotyiics.  Some 
aro  writing  about  sports,  otliers  about 
soeiot  events;  one  has  a  police  court 
story  and  another  is  writing  of  a  pol¬ 
itical  meeting.  These  must  bo  report¬ 
ers,  you  toil  yourself,  but  no  ‘‘cubs” 
aro  visible.  ' 

In  tho  corner  of  this  room  is  a  tolo- 
graph  office  with  its  constant  clicking 
of  keys.  You  are  told  that  this  is  tho 
Associated  Press  wire  which  brings  in 
important  news  from  tho  four  corners 
j  of  tho  globe. 

I  As  soon  ns  tho  reporter  has  finished 
his  story  ho  takes  it  to  a  round  chute, 
tucks  it  in  4Jd  ,away  it  goes.  ‘When 
you  catch  up  with  it  you  find  yourself 
in  tho  editorial  department  and  there 
you  loam  that  tho  stories  aro  gone  over 
and'  accepted,  corrected,  revised  or 
thrown!  away  as  theso  copy  readers  and 
editors  seo  fit.  Thou  the  stories  are 
hurried  away  to  tho  composing  room, 
Down  you  go  to  tho  composing  room 
but  tnko  tho  wrong  turn  and  got  into 
the  engraving  dopartmont. 

A  moil  is  making  a  "halftone”  from 
a  photograph,  Tho  exposure  ho  makes 
is  developed  and  tho  negative  taken  to 
auothor  room  whore  it  is  printed  on  a 
sonsitivo  copper  plate.  When  it  is  dry, 
an  application  of  ‘‘dragon’s  blood”  is 
carofuly  put  on,  forming  n  covering 
for  tho  outline.  Thou  tho  plate  is  im- 
moi'Bod  in  n  nitric^  acid  hath  which 
otttos  away  tho  copper  from  the  exposed 
places.

"Future  Democracy  depends  on

,nnd  responsibilities  of  leadership,” 
said  Dr.  G.  W.  Dyer,  head  of  tho  depart- 
ment'”of  education  of  Vanderbilt  Uni¬ 
versity,  in  expressing  at  Assembly 
Monday  his  support  of  the  Workman’s 
Compensation  Act,  which  -wjH  come 
before  the  state  of  Missouri  in  rofer- 
undum  at  tho  next  regular  election  in 
November. 

"We  have  made  a  mistake  in  getting 
away  from  tho  early  ideas  of  Democ¬ 
racy,”  Di'.^  Dyer  said.  The  founders 
of  our  country  did  not  believe  in  a  gov¬ 
ernment  by  the  people  nor  by  a  major-

ity,  Dr.  Dyer  pointed  out.  "Tho  Unit¬ 
ed  States  Constitution  is  n  a  groat  pro¬ 
test  against  majority  rule.  Tlio  makers 
of  tho  Constitiutioii  cioasidored  indi¬ 
vidual  rights  too  sacred  to  be  trusted 
to  majority  rule,  hence  tho  iiooessary 
two-tliirds  and  throe-fourths  majorities 
wliicli  must  bo  liad  wlien  tho  people  take 
govcrninent  measures  upon  themselves. 

"Tliero  is  a  great  responsibility  that 
goes  witli  leadership.  Future  Domoc- 
racy  depends  upon  one  tiling  and  that 
is  whotlicr  iead'ci's  ivill  assume  obliga¬ 
tions  and  responsibilities  of  leadership. 
If  they  will  assume  their  responsibil¬ 
ities  tho  country  is  safe,  if  not,  we’re 
gone,”  declared  Dr.  Dyer. 

"Comparatively  few  people  must  run 
tills  country  if  it  is  to  bo  run  with 
success.  By  the  very  nature  of  tlio  thing 
tho  crowd  can’t  run  anything.  It  is 
no  reflection  on  tho  intelligonco  of 
tho  people.  Anything  of  importance 
must  ■  bo  run  by  'tho  few  according  to 
tho  very  iinturo  of  tlie  activity. 

"Peoiilo  don’t  want  to  rule.  Never 
was  there  a  time  in  our  history  that 
people  were  less  interested  in  govrn- 
mont  as  now.  Tho  won't  vote.  Govern¬ 
ment  responsibility  rests  on  your  should¬ 
ers.  Besponsibility  in  on  men  and  wo-- 
men  of  this  country  who  have  superior 
educational  opportunities. ” -

Board  Takes  Action  at  Meeting  July  23 

—Loomis  Be-Instated  After  Signed 

Statement — Students  Pleased. 

Acting  upon  tho  recommendation  of 
President  Lamkiii,  Dean  Oolbort  was 
elected  professor  of  mathematics  in  tho 
Collogo  hero  for  tho  coming  year  by 
tho  Board  of  Begents  at  its  meeting 
held  in  St.  Joseph,  Friday,  July  23. 

At  the  same  meeting  Mr.  Loomis  was 
reinstated  on  the  faculty  after  ho  had 
submitted  to  the  board  a  signed  state¬ 
ment  correcting  impressions  that  he  had 
charged  a  "diploma  mill”  existed  hero, 
Mr.  Loomis  had  been  suspended  follow-' 
ing  tho  publication  of  these  charges 
credited  to  him. 

The  Board  of  Begents  issued  the  fol¬ 
lowing  statement  concerning  the.  elect¬ 
ion  of  Doan'  Colbert. 

,  ‘  ‘  George  H.  Oolbort  was  elected  teach¬ 
er  of  mathematics  in  tho  Northwest 
Mil(30uri  State  Te'acltcrs  College  (by 
unanimous  vote  of  the  board  of  regents 
mont  issued  by  the  board  of  regents. 
Friday  night,”  says  an  official  stato- 
"Ho  was  chosen  for  a  term  of  one 
year  from  September  1,  1926  at  a  salary 
of  $2,700. 

"The  office  of  dean,  which  has  boon 
held  by  Mr.  Colbert  about  fifteen 
years,  will  not  be  filled  for  the  presont. 
The  salary  of  the  dean  has  been  $3, 
600  a  year. 

"At  tho  annual  mooting  of  the  board 
of  regents  Juno  18,  at  which  time 
teachers  of  tho  ensuiug  year  wore 
chosen,  the  board  did  not  elect  Mr. 
Colbert  to  any  position.  He  had  been 
teaching  half  time  iu  niathematios  as 
well  as  serving  as  .dean.  Tlio  board 
instructed  the  president  at  the  Juno 
meeting  to  submit  a  rccSniinoudatioii 
later  for  a  teacher  of  mathematics,  and 
decided  not  to  employ  a  dean. 

"An  agitation  wliieli  started  a  few 
days  later  against  tho  •  action  of  the 
board  with  roforeiico  to  Mr.  Colbert 
rendered  it  impossible  to  consider  tho 
matter  on  its  merits.  ‘When  tlio  agita¬ 
tion  oonaed  tho  board  was  in  a  position 
to  consider  tlie  rccommoiidntion  of 
President  Laiukiii  which  it  then  re¬ 
quested.  Ho  reconiiiionded  tlie  election 
of  Mr.  Colbert  as  mathematics  teacher 
and  this  was  approvd  at  a  special 
called  meeting  of  tho  board  of  regents. 

'riio  statement  of  Mr.  Loomis  which 
made  possible  his  rc-instatoment  'on 
the  faculty  is  as  folows: 

'  "July  23,  1926 

"I  regret  that  an  impression  seems 
to  have  become  current  that  I  charged 
or  intended  to  charge  that  a  "diploma 
mill”  existed  at  tho  Nprthwost  Missouri 
State  Teachers  College. 

"A  faculty  committee  passes  on 
credits  from  data  furnished  by  faculty 
moinbors  as  to  tho  amount  nnd  character 
of  work  done  by  each  student.  -The 
action  of  tho  faculty  committee  is  cer¬ 
tified  by  tho  dean  to  tho  registrar,  who 
in  turn  submits  tho  dean’s  report  to 
the  board  of  rogonts. 

"I,  as  a  momobrs  of  tho  faculty  com¬ 
mittee,  objected  to  tho  granting  of 
credits  and  degrees  in,  five  or  six  in¬ 
stances  niontionod  in  recent  newspaper 
articles,  on  tho  ground  tlint  they  did 
not  moot,  certain  curricula  requiromouts.

and  thoroughly  dried.  Tho  workmen 
take  it  off  tho  frame  of  typo  and  you 
SCO  a  stiff  shoot  Iwith  the  impression 
of  tho  tpo  plainly  stamped  upon  it.  It 
it  called  a  matrix  and  you  can  road  it 
for  it  looks  like  a  shoot  ftom  a  nows; 
paper  witli  tlio  letters  pressed  into  it. 

They  put  this  slioot  into  an  oven 
whore  it  is  dried  and  shaped  like  a 
hnlf-cyliudor.  From  tlicrc  it  is  placed 
into  a  mold  of  tho  same  shape  and  mol¬ 
ten  metal  allowed  to  pour  over  it.  Tho 
metal  mold  hardens,  is  pulled  out,  the 
matrix  stripped  off  and  the  metal  form 
shoved  under  a  saw  where  it  is  trimmed 
in  less  time  tliaii  it  takes  to  tell  it. 

From  the  saw  it  is  put  into  an  ele¬ 
vator  ni|d  tliey  tell  you  it  has  gone  to 
tho  press  room. 

When  you  get  there  you  see  a  big, 
intricate  macliinc  in  rapid  motion. 
Four  big  rolls  of  plain  paper  are  turn- 
ing\at  one  end.  From  them  tho  shoots 
thread  their  way  swiftly  through  re¬ 
volving  rollers  nnd  around  tlie  inky 
forms  of  type.  It  comes  out  at  tho 
other  end  printed,  trimmed,  cut  and 
folded.  Tho  papers  arc  oven  counted 
in  bunches  of  fifty  and  tlio  man  who 
takes  them  away  tolls  you  that  they 
li.avc  printed  41,000  during  the  last 
two  hours. 

From  the  press  you  follow  to  another 
room  where  tho  mail  edition  is  wrap¬ 
ped,  addressed  and  tied  in  bunches. 
Those  arc  mailbd  directly  from  the 
News-Press  building. 

You  go  liomo  nnd  when  you  get  your 
p.apcr  you  see  the  story,  and  tho  pic¬ 
ture  wliich  you  followed  up,  and  you 
say  to  ourself,  “  I  saw  this  p.apcr  made. 
It  was  a  wonderful  process  and  I  can 
road  it  more  intelligently  and  under¬ 
stand  bettor  tho  tremendous  amount 
of  time,  labor  and  money  it  takes  to 
produce  tlie  daily  paper  tliat  I  buy  for 
two  cents.  Surely  the  newspapers  are 
contributing  niucli  to  modern  civiliza¬ 
tion.

To  History  Class 

Dr.  C.  P.  Fryer,  Nodaway  County 
Iicnlth  officer,  gave  an  interesting  talk 
oil  health  edneation  last  Thursday  to 
Mr.  Cooks  class,  American  Government 
and  Politics  l62a. 

Ho  told  how  tho  health  programs  had 
been  carried  out.  in  the  schools  of  tliis 
county  and  of  tho  great  improvement 
it  had  brought  about.

Alias  H.alloy  said  that 
tlic  negro  feels  that  he  is  unworthy 
of  notice  nnd  told  of  a  negro  woman 
who  had  a  degree  from  an  eastern  col¬ 
lege  who  never  took  part  in  community 
activities  bqcntiso  of  the  attitude  of 
tlic  white  people. 

Aliss  Halley  liclped  to  give  intelli- 
gotico  tests  to  some  of  the  negro  ehild- 
reii  in  that  part  of  Alississippi  where  she 
tnnglit.  Tlic  tests  showed  very  low 
mentality  duo  partly  to  tlic  condition 
of  tlic  colored  people.  She  told  how 
meager  the  negro  sciioola  are  and  how 
I  poorly  furnislied.  Aliss  Halley  tliinks 
tliat  tho  negroes  of  the  aoutli  need  a 
better  opportunity. 

Alias  H.alo.y  said  that  in  parts  of  the!
